Few persons prob ab ly realize tha t the a n ­ 
nu al loss in this cou ntry each year reaches the 
two b illion dollar mark, du e to the washing away 
of good soil b y the rivers and streams, b u t a soil 
expert has annou nced this astonding fact. 


This soil expert says tha t wherever you see 
a mu ddy .stream, you arc witnessing a part of 
this » vast loss. 
W ashing away of soil rob s the 
land owner of not only the soil itself, b u t of 
twenty times as 
mu ch plant food 
each year, 
which cou ld otherwise b e u sed in growing crops. 
Why do we perm it the loss? The answer is 
tb a t the American farmer* whose ancestors set­ 
tled on rich virgin lands has not yet b een b rou ght 


to realize that the reservoir of his wealth is b e­ 
ing drained. 
Some of them , the more farseeing, 
appreciate the significance of the mu ddy stream. 
The government agricu ltu ral services have made 
some attem pt to rou se the agricu ltu ral interests 
and the people as.a whole to a realization of the 
situ ation. 
Bu t, so far, w hat has b een done is 
infinitesim al when compared with w hat rem ains 
to b e done. 
— 
The loss prob ab ly can never b e stopped en­ 
tirely, b u t it can b e redu ced to a m inim u m b y 
edu cat.'onal cam paigns which will indu ce land 
owners to terrace m eir fields w7here erosion is 
rapid, to reforest their lands and to plant pro­ 
tective crops of alfalfa and ojher growths which 
will also aid the soil to recou p its losses to natu re. 
Eu rope learned the lesson after the lands of 
the Roman Empire 
were redu ced to 
sterility. 
There are few mu ddy stream s on tha t continent 
today. 
America has that example to go b y, if it 
will only apply the lesson in time. 


FARM RELIEF PROPOSALS. 
Now tha t a special call has b een issu ed for 
congress to meet in April, among 
b u siness 
schedu led to b e b rou ght u p, will b e the Farm Re­ 
lief Measu re, of which we have heard so mu ch 
in the last several months. 
There will b e a great difficu lty for congress 
to pass legislation in a general way tha t will ap­ 
ply to the average farm er, b ecau se of the vary­ 
ing conditions tha t exist in the portions of the 
cou ntry. 
A report has b een compiled from federal and 
state su rveys, which have attem pted to devise a 
general pattern 
of farm ^relief. 
The figu res 
wou ld lead to the conclu sion tha t the “average” 
farm er does not exist. 
Annu al farm lab or retu rns, as indicated b y 
Su rveys made in 17 states du ring the past six 
years, have ranged from a loss of $5,852 to an in ­ 
come for lab or and m anagem ent of $19,925. In ­ 
dividu al farm lab or incomes of a grou p of Vir- 
gin-a farm ers, for example, ranged from $1,365 
to a loss of $300. 
In Ohio the range was from 
$3,908 to $136. 
The range in costs of produ cing hogs among 
21 Iowa produ cers varied 
from $7.20 to $17.66 
per 100 pou nds. The low-cost produ cer received 
$1.54 per b u shel for corn fed and the 
highest 
produ cer received-51 cents. 
„ 
B u tter fat costs for a section in the Middle 
West ranged from 24 cents to $1.67 per pou nd. 
State averages of corn produ ction costs ranged 
from 49 cents per b u shel in Indiana to $1.95 in 
Texas. 
Cotton produ ction costs varied from 10 
cents per pou nd to 57 cents. 
The efficient farm er, the comparisons indi­ 
cate, will reap a profit where the inefficient reaps 
a loss.

While in that capacity I had on e 
of the most in terestin g voyages 
of my career. 
With the ran k of lieuten an t 1 
was appoin ted n avigatin g offcer 
of the America in August, 1918.

then participated in the home­ 
ward movemen t. On on e of the 
former trips an in fluen za 
epi­

America was fairly lucky d urin g 
her career as a tran sport as she

rin gs. On e of these pirates was 
caught with a strip of 
can vas 
un d er his arm an d was thrown 
overboard . 
A n umber of small 
boats were alon gsid e but n ot on e 
Chin aman offered to help the 
victim! 
Fin ally, 
on e 
of 
the 
members of the America crew 
jumped overboard an d rescued 
him, pushin g him in to on e or 
the Chin amen ’s boats. 
These coolies were a crafty lot. 
When they were load in g c oal 
man y of the larger pieces were 
cast in to the water alon gsid e the 
pier to which the America was 
moored . Later they came lon g 
with their small boats an d d ove 
for the big lumps, brin gin g them 
to 
the surface an d carryin g 
them away to sell again to oth­ 
er ships. It was rather slow work 
but man y of them were active 
in it an d it was n ot un usual for 


Suez Can al an d on to Trieste 
where the troops d ebarked . The 
voyage con sumed 45 d ays to that 
poin t. 
They left the America 
wavin g an d cheerin g to our offi­ 
cers. We had a cargo of house 
furn ishin gs in the hold s. As the 
pieces were placed on the d ock 
some of thé men an d their wives 
sorted the various pieces of fur­ 
n iture an d baggage an d then 
carried it to the train s, wjbich 
were mad e up of box cars for 
the last leg of their journ ey 
home. 
The America then proceed ed 
to New York, arrivin g about six 
mon ths after we had left.

GREATEST SOIL LOSS. 


Few persons probably realize that the an- 


nual loss in this country each year reaches the 
two billion dollar mark, due to the washing away 
of good soil by the rivers and streams, but a soil 
expert has announced this astonding fact. 


This soil expert says that wherever you se2 


a muddy stream, you are witnessing a part of 
thisivart loss. 
Washing away of soil robs the 


land owner of not only the soil itself, but of 
twenty times as much plant food 
each year, 


which could otherwise be used in growing crops. 


Why do we permit the loss? The answer is 


that the American farmer'whose ancestors set- 
tled on rich virgin lands has not yet been brought 


to realize that the reservoir of his wealth is be- 
ing drained. Some of them, the more farseeing, 
• appreciate the significance of the muddy stream. 
The government agricultural services have made 
some attempt to rouse the agricultural interests 
and the people as,a whole to a realization of the 
situation. 
But, so far; what has been done is 


infinitesimal when compared with what remains 
to be done. 
^ 


The less probably can never be stopped en- 


tirely, but it can be reduced to a minimum by 
educational campaigns which will induce land 
owners to terrace their fields where erosion is 
rapid, to reforest their-lands and to plant pro-, 
tective crops of alfalfa and ojher growths which 
will also aid the soil to recoup its losses to nature. 


Europe learned the lesson after the lands of 


the Roman Empire .were reduced to sterility. 
There are few muddy streams on that continent 
today. America has that example to go by, if it 
will only apply the lesson in time. 


FARM RELIEF PROPOSALS: 


Now that a special call has been issued for 


congress to meet in April, among business 
scheduled to be brought up, will be the Farm Re- 
lief Measure, of which we have heard <so much 
in the last several months. 


There will be a great difficulty for congress 


to pass legislation in a general way that will ap- 
ply to the average farmer, because of the vary- 
ing conditions that exist in the portions of-the., 
country. 
' 


A report has been compiled from federal and 


state surveys, which have attempted'to devise a 
general pattern of farm relief. 
The figures 


would lead to the conclusion that the "average" 
farmer does not exist.

Surveys made in 17 states during the past six 
years, have ranged from a loss of $5,852 to an in- 
come for labor and management of $19,925. In- 
dividual farm labor incomes of a group of Vir- 
giiua farmers,'for example, ranged from $1,365 
to a loss of $300. In Ohio the range was from 
$3,908 to $136.

America nearly a year and was 
indeed proud when assigned to 
her, for I had previously been 
navigating officer of -the liner 
during the war when she was in 
the Army -Transport Service. 
While in that capacity I had one 
of the most interesting voyages 
of my career. 
With the rank of lieutenant 


was appointed navigating offcer 
of the America in August, 1918. 
The vessel plied reguarly 
be- 


tween Brest and New York carry- 
ing troops, first to Europe, and 
then participated in the home- 
ward movement. On one of the 
former trips an influenza epi- 
demic started on board resulting 
in 90 deaths. The bodies of the 
men were all faken to Brest as 
the officers decided hot to con- 
duct burials at sea. Everyone on 
the ship at'that time was more 
or less affected but the situation 
was taken in hand by the medi- 
cal corps and 
the 
epidemic 


stemmed before 
we 
actually 


reached our destination. 


Aside from this incident 
the 


America was fairly lucky during 
her career as a transport as sh 
was never attacked by a sub 
marine, although the doughboy 


water that was quickly .disap- 
pearing. . 


After calling ai Mar.ila ana 


at several other ports foi- fuel, 
we reached Vladivostok where we 
took aboard the 
usual 
6,500 


roops, including the wives of 
about 200 men and about 50 ba^ 
)ies, some of the soldiers having 
married Russian women on their 
rek across that country. On our 
way south we touched at Hong 
Cong. Here we had to tie up to 
a mooring buoy in the harbor, 
using a heavy wire line 
and 


three nine inch manila hawsers. 
The next mornig the 
hawsers 


lad disappeared. Some of the 
pirates had been at work during 
;he night and had gotten away 
with their prize! 


We had several other experi- 


ences with the Chinese san 
pans. Some of them got aboard 
and stole almost anything they 
could lay their hands on 
in- 


culding canvas, lines and 
life 


rings. One of these pirates was 
caught with a strip of canvas 
under his arm and was thrown 
overboard. A number of small 
boats were alongside but not one 
Chinaman offered to help the 
victim! 
Finally, one of the 


members of the America crew 
jumped overboard and rescued 
him, 
pushing him into one or 


the Chinamen's boats. 


These coolies were a crafty lot. 


When they were loading c oal 
many of the larger pieces were 
cast into the water alongside the 
pier to which the America was 
moored. Later they came long 
with their small boats and dove 
for the big lumps, bringing them 
to the surface and carrying 
them away to sell again to oth- 
er ships. It was rather slow work 
but many of them were active 
in it and it was not unusual for 


Suez Canal and on to Trieste 
where the troops debarked. The 
voyage consumed 45 days to that 
point. ' They left the America 
waving and cheering to our offi- 
cers. We had a cargo of house 
furnishings in .the holds. As the 
pieces were placed on the dock 
some of the men and their wives 
sorted the various pieces, of fur- 
niture and baggage and then 
carried it to the trains, which 
were made up of box cars for 
the last leg of their journey 
ttome. 
The America then proceeded 


to New York, arriving about six 
months after we had left.

in January, 1920, the America 


started on a cruise of the world 
to help. carry some of the Cze- 
cho-Slovankian troops out of Si- 
beria. About 500,000 of * these 
troops had. been three years in 
crossing Russia and were in Vla- 
divostok. Each of the allied na- 
tions had assigned several trans- 
ports to aid hi then- transporta- 
tion. We left New York for Ma- 
nila' wih a large gun and a tug- 
boat lashed to the 
America's 


decks, proceeding by way of the 
Panama Canal. We called at San 
Francisco for coal and fresh wa- 
ter. Five days out we sighted a 
sailing ship bound for America. 
This schooner had been 110 days 
under sail and had run out 
of 


provisions and water. They sig- 
nalled us and we stopped. A boat 
was lowered by the schooner and 
in a short time they were along- 
side. We gave them food 
and 


water and proceeded. The ex- 
pressions of gratitude from these 
men I shall never forget 
for 


they saw little hope of 
ever 


reaching port, having, been be- 
calmed for a montkand existing 
under a scorching sun on sips of 


them to gather several tons ev- 
ery time a ship was coaled. 


At Singapore we coaled again. 


We experienced greater discom- 
fiture going through the Straits 
of Malacca and across the 
In- 


dian Ocean, because of the mon- 
soon-weather. 
The wind blew 


from half to full gale force stead- 
ily for days. 
Without* this 


breeze the heat would have been 
unbearable but it was, bad 
enough at that. The Czech o-Sio- 
vakian soldiers made quiu> an 
impression upon the perscr.ii.. 
of the America. They had en- 
dured all sorts of hardships for 
three years but were a happy lot 
on .their voyage home. They Car- 
ried their own tailors, barbers, 
doctors and cooks. For hours 
they engaged. in» splendid physi- 
cal condition. During the organ- 
ized drills they were clad only in 
trunks and upon arrival every 
one had a fine coat of ,tan. The 
women also had classes and went 
through their drills with enthus- 
iasm. In the evening they divid- 
ed themselves into groups of 500 
or 1,000 and sang folk songs long 
into the night.
